What is meant fs ,“open- 
chested” stance, 
MAKING A STROKE’ 
From tho stance we pass, to 
the -BACK: LIFT. - The natural 


(and incorrec!) way to pick up 


the bot In making a stroke fs in’ 


the direction of Third Man; this 
is what the majority of cricket- 
ers do, 

It stands to reason that a bat 
this way swings 
down in the direction of mid-on 
and therefore across the line of 
filght ofthe ball, 

Tho straighter the back lift, 
the stralghter the down-swing. 
It iy essential for the young to 
be trained to Nft*the bat up 
Straight, so that the action be- 
comes automatic. A great stride 
wit! then have been taken to- 
wards the correct stroke play. 


The object of this articlo is 
not to analyse cach stroke in 
detall, however. 


Now ‘for the technique of 


batting in-gencral..Before decid-- 


ing what stroke to play it is 
essential to make a quick assess- 
ment of the length of a delivery, 
and, unfortunately, nothing I can 
write can teach you how to do 
this. It is either o. natural gift 
or may be acquired by practice 
and experience, 

Once you decide on ‘the stroke 
required you must move quickly 
into the correct position for that 
stroke. The.great.fault in_ most 
batsmen is slow footwork. Quick, 
accurate and decisive footwork 
is the foundation of every stroke, 

Another fault, I find, parti- 
ecularly omong boys, is the 
inability to deal with a ball out- 
side the leg stump. .The only 
answer they scem to have {9 a 
cross bat slash, 


Playing on the leg side is just 
the same‘as to the off. There 
should be a stroke for every ball; 
eg., the half volley should be 
driven wide of mid-on, the short 
one hooked, the short of a length 
glided and so on. .

FINDING ~ 


A finding that there was 
a contempt of Court was rc- 
turned by Mr Justice, Reece, 
Puigne Judge, in the 
Supreme Court this morn- 
ing when he delivered verbal 
judgment in motion 
brought by Juan Ysmael and 
Co., Incorporated, of. Manila 


f [against six members of the 


crew of the ss Tasikamalaja, 
ex-Christobal, ex-Haleakala. 

The motlon called upon the 
crewmen, D.J. Mandaogi, M. 
Sakubu, H. Lumisay, E. Tjong 
Sul, J. Lewiresa and Vv. 
Kaparang, to show ¢ause why 
they should not be cominitted 
to prison for alleged contempt 
of Court.” 

Tasikamolaja is at 
present in Kowloon Docks 
under arrést by a Court order, 

Mr Brook A.  Bernaccht, 
instructed by Mr M.A. da 
Silva, appeared for the plain- 
ifs, and Mr  D.A."L. Wright, 
instructed by Mr PJ, GriMths, 
wag for the crewmen on be- 
half of the Government of the 
Republic of Indonesia, who are 
claiming ownership of 
Tasikamalaja. 

The six crow members were 
calicd upon to show causo why 
they should not bo committed 
to prison for contompt of Court 
In interfering with the custody 
of the ship by the head_ bailiff 
of the Supreme Court by cx- 
cluding or’ attempting to ex- 
clude the acting Captain, Jose 
Marla Silos, from boarding and 
remaining on board the Tasika- 
malaja, or in the alemative, 
for ‘the defendants to show 
couse why the plaintiffs might 
not be at liberty ‘to issue a writ 
or writs of attachment against 
the defendants for their con- 
tempt. Plaintiffs also asked that 
defendants costs. 

THE JUDGMENT 

Delivering judgment, Mr Jus- 
found the 
defendants had committed a 
contempt of Court but felt they 
were acting in obedience to in- 
structions received by letter from 
the Consul-General for Indonesia, 
The allegationg contained in the 
aMdavit of Capt Silos were not in 
any way challenged. His Lord- 
ship suggested that the Consul- 
General be advised to restrain 
from issulng instructions to the 


crow, ' 

The Court ordered the de- 
fendants to pay forthwith the 
costs of the motion and. wamed 
that: there: should ‘be no further 
Interference with the ship now 
tn arrest. He said that If there 
was any further «.trouble, the 
head bailiff of the .. Supreme 
Court would be, at liberty to 
apply to take action on the 
present motion, : . 

It was alléged by Mr Ber. 
naccht at the hearing of the 
motion last Friday that the crew 
of the Tasikamaiaja had shown 
hestillty to Capt Silos, and that 
the slx defendants named were 
primarily responsible "for the 
position which had arisen.
